Artificial Diamonds. 
Philadelphia Record. 
VV hen the announcement was made that 
Edison had Invented an electric light 
which would soon make gas a thing ot the 
past, there was an immediate fail in the 
quotations of gas stock both in the old and 
new worlds. The statement, however, that 
Mr. James McLear, of Glasgow, Scotland, 
had succeeded in obtaining crystalize 
forms of carbon which are pronounced by 
eminent authorities to be genuine diamonds, 
has not had a similar effect upon the dia­ 
mond market. On the contrary, the prices 
of gems have advanced fully five per cent, 
during the last few weeks, a total advance 
of fifteen per cent. in three months, while 
a further rise Is prognosticated by tho 
dealers, who say that diamonds ore cheap­ 
er today than they will be for along while 
in the future. 
Several extensive diamond dealers who 
were approached yesterday professed to 
feel no alarm at the reported discovery. 
Said one of the number: “ When artificial 
diamonds can be made of such a size and 
quality, aud in such a quantity as to affect 
the market, you may expect a discovery of 
a means to produce gold which will re­ 
duce the value of your tweuty-dollar piece 
to next to nothing. Science may produce 
minute diamonds in order to demonstrate 
the scientific possibility, but that they eau 
be produced to a marketable extent no ono 
believes. Efforts haye been made to make 
artificial diamonds for nearly a century, 
and years ago a Frenchman. M Bisprety, 
produced some very small ones that stood 
the test But his skill never went beyond 
this. Even if the Scotchman’s story is 
correct, it is hardly possible that he has 
obtained a gem which, for hardness, bril­ 
liancy and Ute other essentials, will equal 
those which are given to us by nature. At 
any rate we shall not bo influenced by this 
discovery when making our next addition 
to our stock.1*
